White House Lets Hubert H. Humphrey 
Medal Collect Dust 

A specially struck Congressional gold medal that was supposed to have been presented to 
the widow of Hubert H. Humphrey has been sitting in a vault at the Bureau of the Mint col¬ 
lecting dust for almost three years, Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Sub¬ 
committee on Consumer Affairs and Coinage revealed today. 

The gold medal was authorized by the Congress in June 1979. It was to have been 
presented to Mrs. Humphrey by the President of the United States in recognition of the 
distinguished service the former Vice President and Senator gave to the Federal govern¬ 
ment and to the American people. 

According to Chairman Annunzio, though the medal was struck and ready for presenta¬ 
tion on August 13, 1980, it has not yet been given to Mrs. Humphrey. He said Mint officials 
claimed that both the Department of the Treasury and the White House had been notified 
several times since early 1981 about the existence of the Hubert H. Humphrey medal. These 
Mint officials could offer no explanation for the fact that the finished medal has been sitting 
in a Mint vault for close to three years. 

Chairman Annunzio, who called the incident an “embarrassing oversight for President 
Reagan” said, “I find it difficult to understand how the White House could forget to schedule 
a presentation ceremony in honor of one of the most distinguished leaders in our nation’s 
history. It is quite clear to me that someone over there was not doing their job. I am glad 
that this matter has come to my attention. If it hadn’t, who knows how long the Hubert H. 
Humphrey medal would have gone unnoticed. 

“I certainly hope that the President of the United States will present the medal to Mrs. 
Humphrey in the very near future. It is time to get the medal out of the vault, dust it off, and 
give it to the Humphrey family as a symbol of the great esteem this country had for the man 
and still has for his memory,” concluded Annunzio.

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NENA Announces 39th Conference and 
Convention Plans for Medals, 
Exhibits and Bourse 

BOSTON—The 39th Conference and Convention of the New England Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion will be held in Boston, Mass., at the Park Plaza Hotel and its adjacent convention facili¬ 
ty, the Plaza Castle, from Nov. 11 to 13, 1983, it was announced by Jeffrey A. Trevas, 
General Chairman. 


Medals 

Medals commemorating the event have been designed by James Ford Clapp, Jr., of Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass. To be struck in three metals — bronze, silver and gold filled, these items 
feature the NENA seal on the obverse, and Mr. Clapp’s art on the reverse. 

The special artwork by Mr. Clapp depicts the goddess Minerva, the Roman equivalent of 
the Greek’s Pallas Athene, who is armed and facing right, with an Athenian owl to the left 
and an olive branch to the right. 

The motif identifies Minerva as “The Goddess of 83,” and it hearkens back to the coins of 
the Roman Emperor Domitian (81-96 A.D.), who as Augustus issued silver denarii with the 
Minerva Standing reverse. 

The classical allusion is intended to call to mind the relationship between historical 
studies and classical art and contemporary numismatics. 

Mini-Lectures 

The Conference will feature the presentation of a series of mini-lectures on the following 
general topics: ancient coins, medieval coins, modern foreign coins and modern foreign 
paper money. 

Also included will be U.S. obsolete paper money, U.S. paper money, U S. copper and 
silver, U.S. and world commemoratives; coin grading, coin photography, coin care; U.S. 
type coins; coin dating; and counterfeit paper money. 

The series will conclude with NENA medals; gold coins; transportation tokens; U.S. col¬ 
onial coins; town medals; and coin manufacture, reports Joseph Ghiloni, Lecture Series 
Chairman. 

Ample and secure space will be provided for exhibitors who wish to present displays of 
their specialties. As in former years, prizes will be awarded to the best exhibits in a number 
of specific categories. 

The Plaza Castle, with 20,000 square feet of unencumbered space, will allow this year’s 
bourse area to be substantially larger than has been the case at recent Conferences and Con¬ 
ventions. Current plans call for more than 100 dealers from New England and surrounding 
areas to be on hand.

New Hampshire Numismatic Association 

NHNA will meet in Portsmouth on Sept. 25, 1983 in conjunction with an organizational 
meeting to see if there is interest in starting a Seacoast area coin club. Tentative site is the 
Portsmouth Public Library.

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Have I gotten your attention? Then read on. This is not a story of myths and magic, but of 
real life portrayed on a United States coin, and a medal. Both date back; one fifty years, and 
the second about one hundred and twenty five years ago. 

The Bridgeport silver, Commemorative half dollar which was designed by Henry Kreise 
for the Bridgeport, Connecticut Centennial in 1936, and minted at Philadelphia. Most 
numismatists are familiar with the coin; but how much do you know about the man whose 
profile faces left on the obverse. 

“P.T. Barnum,” as he was better known, was born Phineas at Bethel, Conn, in 1810. When 
he was twenty five years old he moved to New York City, and became involved with the 
merging of that city’s first museum, founded by C.W. Peale, and Scudder’s American 
Museum. I show a beautiful blue platter of that building on the city’s “Broadway.” Note the 
Stars and Stripes flying from atop the building. The platter is not mine but is on display at 
the Sanderson Museum located in Chadds Ford, Pa. 

As a young man P.T. developed a method of advertising known today, as “bally-hoo.” In¬ 
dustry profited by his methods and today it is carried-on, all over the country by radio and 
television. Another of his exploits was the promotion of an aged negro woman, who sup¬ 
posedly was 103 years old, and had been the nurse at the Washington homestead, when 
George was a baby. He also put a new word in our vocabulary when he added “Jumbo,” the 
Elephant, to his circus. Do you know where the phrase a “business failure” came from, he 
was the purveyor. He constantly tried to fool people — this time it was by introducing, “the 
white elephant ” Eventually he died and was buried in Bridgeport in 1891. 

But enough of P.T. Barnum, now we come to the main attraction, not the man on the coin, 
but the “Thumb” on the medal. I don’t know who did the engraving or where it was struck. 
But it is on the skinned-off obverse of a large sized U.S. Quarter minted between 1815 and 
1838. It shows “Tom Thumb” standing besides two large old fashioned Bibles; one lying flat 
and the other atop it, on its lower edge, he is only 42 inches tall. Above the diminutive figure, 
in the swallow-tail coat is the name “General Tom Thumb; ” and below, the wording, 15 lbs. 
weight. 

Charles Sherwood Stratton was born in Bridgeport in 1838 and lived for 44 years. At five 
years of age he was 25 inches tall and weighed 16 pounds. When P.T. discovered him he 
hired the young child and paid his parents $3 a week. He also changed his age to 11 years old, 
and his name to Tom Thumb, claiming he was from England. Where did the nickname 
originate? You have to go back to the “Adventures of Tom Thumb,” a story of King Arthur’s 
Court published about 1630. When Tom Thumb was on a tour of Europe, he was presented to 
Queen Victoria who titled him, “General.” From the library of the Sanderson Museum I 
show a photograph of his wedding on the cover of Harpers Weekly, published on February 
21, 1863. 

His bride was Lavinia Warren born at Middleboro, Mass, in 1842. At 20 years of age she 
was 32 inches tall and weighed 29 pounds. She too was employed by the Barnum Circus. 
They were married in the Grace Church of New York City by the rector, Dr. Taylor, on the 
10th of February, before a large assembly. 

I close with a thought borrowed from the magazine: Bishop Potter was not present — 
perhaps he was afraid to mould into one, these two bits of precious clay.

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Domitian and the 1983 
NENA Medal 


Titus Flavis Domitianus, Roman Emperor 81-96 A.D. 

Domitian was the youngest member of the Flavian Dynasty and the last of the 12 Ceasars. 
His father Vespasian and brother Titus together overcame the First Revolt of the Jews 66-70 
A.D., which ended with the destruction of the Second Temple in Jersualem. 

The Flavians were also responsible for building the Coliseum at Rome. On the death of his 
brother in 81, Domitian was declared the Emperor. When his reign became one of terror and 
oppression upon the Senatorial nobility at Rome in 96, he was murdered. 

During his regime, Domitian had adopted the Roman Goddess Minerva, as his Patroness 
and Protector, and particularly honored her on his coinage. While this honor toward his God¬ 
dess depicted all the various aspects of Minerva’s worship, a favorite one, especially on his 
bronze coinage, was the “Fighting Minerva,” a type adopted from the Greeks. This depicted 
his favorite Goddess in a threatening attitude, dressed as usual in helmet and armor, hurling 
a Javelin and holding a shield emblazoned with a gorgon head. At her feet would be her Owl 
and, behind, her olive tree, both her special emblems. 

This “Fighting Minerva” was prominent on the coins circulating in Rome in A.D. 83, 
especially among the Populace, including the colony of Christians and Jews then living in 
Rome. This Coinage, depicting the “Fighting Minerva,” the “Goddess of 83,” has been 
adopted for the design of the NENA Medal of 1983. 

The medal will be struck in Bronze at $3.00 and Silver at $20.00. There will also be a 10K gold 
filled medal struck (BY SUBSCRIPTION ONLY), priced at $50.00. 

There will be a special mailing to all paid-up members of NENA outlining details of the 
medal offerings, which will be sent by July for a cut-off date of August 15th for the 10K gold- 
filled medal orders. 

James Ford Clapp, Jr. 
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Numismatics and the Olympic Games 

Co-sponsored by the United States Olympic Committee and the American Numismatic 
Association, a new exhibit is being prepared for opening on Saturday, June 18 in the museum 
at ANA headquarters. 

Entitled “The Olympic Games: A Numismatic Celebration,” the display will coincide with 
the National Sports Festival to be held in Colorado Springs June 24 through July 3. Featured 
in the display will be Olympic coins, medals, memorabilia and other items related to the 
games from Ancient Greek times to the present. 

The exhibit will be strong in official Olympic participation medals issued for most of the 
modern Olympiads, beginning with the games held in Athens in 18%. In addition to the 
historical importance of these pieces, many of them are fine examples of the art of the 
medallic sculptor. 

Open house in the ANA Museum will be from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m. June 18 at 818 North Cascade 
Avenue, adjacent to the Colorado Springs Fine Arts Center and The Colorado College. The 
formal ribbon cutting, in the presence of a number of officials and “Rocky,” the National 
Sports Festival’s Rocky Mountain bighorn mascot, will be at 7:30 p.m. After a brief dedica¬ 
tion talk, light refreshments will be available in the 2nd floor lounge. 

The welcome mat will be out to all numismatists and sports fans to attend. Those who can’t 
be on hand for the opening will be glad to know that this unusual exhibition will be available 
for viewing through August, 1984. 

The Museum ; s open to the public without charge from 8:30 a.m. to 4 p.m. Tuesdays 
through Saturdays. It is closed on Sundays, Mondays and on major holidays. 


ANA Tucson Seminar Draws Full House 

Another straw-in-the-wind points in the right direction. Attendance at the American 
Numismatic Association preconvention seminar in Tucson, February 21-23, exceeded ex¬ 
pectations and enthusiasm was high among participants. 

Forty students made up the limit of the two-course three-day concentrated study seminar 
on Coin Grading and on Counterfeit Detection. Seven of the students were from the local 
area, the remainder were from all over the United States—one was from England. Two 
were employees of another authentication service. 

This display of interest in Tucson has encouraged the planning of educational seminars in 
advance of future conventions, starting with this year’s annual convention in San Diego, 
August 16-20. 

The West Coast courses will be conducted at the University of California at Los Angeles 
(UCLA) during the week of August 7-13. Courses offered will include Biblical Numismatics, 
The Coinage History of Mexico, Coin Grading and Basic Detection of Counterfeit and 
Altered Coins. Only a limited number of students will be accepted for each course so early 
registration is advised. 

The $295 tuition for ANA members and $325 for nonmembers covers classes, lodging, 
meals and a field trip—in other words, all essential costs. The fee for a spouse or dependent 
not attending a class is $25 less. Rooms in the residence halls are available for double oc¬ 
cupancy only.

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Coinage History of Mexico 
Taught by Leading Expert 

When the American Numismatic Association introduces a new course at its popular annual 
summer seminars, it starts at the top for its instructors. Colin R. Bruce II will teach the first 
time offering of “The Coinage History of Mexico” at the 1983 summer seminar scheduled for 
the University of California at Los Angeles, August 7-13. 

Bruce is the editor of The Standard Catalog of Mexican Coins, Paper Money, Stocks, Bonds, 
and Medals. He is also the editor of Albert Pick’s Standard Catalog of World Paper Money 
and the editor of The Standard Catalog of World Coins, all published by Krause Publications, 
Iola, Wisconsin. 

Based on student response to the course on “Modern World Coins” offered last year at the 
University of Wisconsin, Colin was invited to return this year as an instructor in a course 
tailored to his field of expertise. Students at the five-day seminar in Los Angeles will cover 
both the financial and numismatic history of one of the most prolific collectible-issuing coun¬ 
tries in the world. Revolutionary currency as well as government issues will be studied. 

The annual summer seminars conducted by the American Numismatic Association were 
initiated fifteen years ago usig the facilities of The Colorado College in Colorado Springs. 
More than 1,500 students have successfully completed the various courses that have been of¬ 
fered since then, not only at Colorado College but at the University of Wisconsin and Penn¬ 
sylvania University. This summer the courses will be offered at UCLA for the first time. 

A tuition fee of $295 will be charged to ANA members, nonmembers paying $30 more. The 
fee not only includes tuition but college housing, one meal on Sunday, three daily through Fri¬ 
day, Saturday breakfast, and a field trip. Further information on ANA summer seminars 
may obtained by writing: ANA Summer Seminar Coordinator, American Numismatic 
Association, P.O. Box 2355, Colorado Springs, CO 80901.

I am taking the liberty of enclosing a velox print of the official ANA souvenir card for the 
91st anniversary convention held last August in Boston. The card, as you know, featured a 
reproduction of a Tremont Bank $3 bill printed from the original plate. The ANA over¬ 
estimated the number of souvenir cards that could be sold in Boston and a small supply re¬ 
mains on hand. I was wondering if you could do us a favor and run this picture and a notice to 
that effect in NENA News. 

There is a little anecdote that I would like to relate about the bill. 

If one will look at the central vignette, one can almost see a man pushing a wheelbarrow 
down Tremont Street. The crowd cheers him on and he is stopping in front of the Tremont 
House, the palatial Hostelry in Boston at the time that the original note was printed. The 
stooped and sweating figure pushing the wheelbarrow is paying the wages of losing an elec¬ 
tion bet. 

The penchant for the whacky—the push-a-peanut-with-your-nose, wheel-your-friend- 
across-town election bet, had its beginnings with the 1856 campaign in Boston. Major Ben 
Perley Moore was an ardent supporter of Millard Fillmore. He bet his friend, Robert Bur¬ 
bank, that Fillmore would whip John C. Fremont in the Massachusetts Republican Primary. 
Fillmore lost by more than a 5-1 ratio. The bet was for the loser to deliver a 185-pound barrel 
of apples to the home of the winner. Burbank lived at the Tremont House. 

We did write to all ANA members in Massachusetts about this card, but there may be many 
more in New England that are unaware of it and the ANA is offering, on a first come, first 
served basis, the opportunity to purchase one or more of these cards. The cost is $3.50 per 
card plus $1 per order to cover postage.

Treasury Department Favors French Cooking 
Over Home Cooking 

“Awarding the overseas marketing contract for Olympic coins to Lazard-Freres is an 
unAmerican act,” Chairman Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) of the House Consumer Affairs and 
Coinage Subcommittee said today. 

“What bothers me the most,” said Annunzio, “is that Lazard-Freres testified before my 
Subcommittee that it was not interested in bidding on the contract. At that time Lazard was a 
part of the so-called Coin Group trying to win Congressional approval to allow the Group to 
sell all of the Olympic coins directly. A representative of the Coin Group and an official of 
Lazard indicated that they would not be interested in selling the coins under a contracting ar¬ 
rangement with the United States government. At that time, I predicted that such talk was 
just a bluff in order to convince Members of Congress to vote for a private marketing pro¬ 
gram.'Lazard has indeed bluffed its way past the Treasury Department, which should be 
guarding the interests of the American taxpayer. 

“It is my understanding that there were a number of American companies that were in¬ 
terested in the program, and I cannot help but wonder why American companies were passed 
over for an American coin program that will now be marketed by a company headquartered 
in Paris, France. 

“This contract will earn millions of dollars for a foreign company, and that is money that 
could well go to an American firm. Apparently, the Treasury Department does not realize 
that we have an unemployment problem in this country and that we should be doing 
everything to help American industry. The Treasury Department seems more worried about 
the French economy than the economy of the United States,” concluded Annunzio. 
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Count Rumford 1753-1814 

President Franklin Delano Roosevelt once said, “Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Franklin 
and Count Rumford are the greatest minds that America has produced. 

Benjamin Thompson, to become Count Rumford, was born March 26, 1753 in Woburn, 
Massachusetts. Benjamin worked on his father’s farm and later became employed with John 
Appieton, a merchant from Salem, Massachusetts. Benjamin was truly impressed with 
Salem’s people and their culture. 

During his three years in Salem he became quite accomplished in mathematics, scientific 
experiments and music. Mr. Thompson had now changed himself from a farm boy to an 
engaging young man acceptable to the finest homes in Salem. 

Rev. Timothy Walker at one time had taught school in Woburn and a relationship existed 
between the Thompson’s and the more prominent Walker family. Reverend Timothy Walker 
was the first minister of a town in New Hampshire which had originally been part of the plan¬ 
tation of Penny Cook under a grant of the Massachusetts Bay Colony in 1659. In 1733 
Massachusetts incorporated it as the town of Rumford which it so remained until a boundry 
dispute in 1765 when it was renamed Concord, New Hampshire. 

In 1772 Benjamin Thompson accepted a teaching position in Penny Cook. It was at this time 
he met Sarah (Walker) Rolfe, daughter of Rev. Timothy Walker. Sarah was the wealthiest 
widow in New Hampshire. Shortly thereafter they were married, Banjamin was 19, Sarah 30. 
The Thompson’s had one daughter named Sally. Benjamin Thompson had now become pro¬ 
minent giving him the opportunity to pursue his endeavors. 

Being a strong minded Royalist was not looked upon favorably by the citizens of Concord, 
New Hampshire. Having heard that a group was organizing to tar and feather him, Benjamin 
left the State and his family behind, arriving in Boston where he boarded a ship for England. 
It is now 1776. Benjamin spent approximately 7 years in England. His invention for a device 
to measure the force of gunpowder in cannons brought forth his election as a fellow of the 
Royal Society of Arts and Sciences. In 1783 he was knighted by King George III and from that

time on was known as Sir Benjamin Thompson. 

Sir Benjamin Thompson’s greatest accomplishments as an inventor came about in 
Bavaria. Some of which were: the first model for a kitchen range, a work program for the 
poor, road improvement program, Rumford Soup and many more too numerous to 
mention.(See complete works, 4 volumes published between 1970-1875 by Estes & Lauriat of 
Boston on Count Rumford inventions.) 

A great honor was bestowed upon Sir Benjamin Thompson in 1792 ; he was elevated to the ti¬ 
tle of “Count.” For his title he chose the name of that well known town in New Hampshire, 

Rumford. Henceforth he was to be known as “Count Rumford.” 

In 1796 Count Rumford established grants to the Royal Society in England and the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences in Boston, Mass, to be known as “Rumford 
Premiums” these grants were to be given to outstanding students in the field of light and 
heat. 

The first Count Rumford medal designed by James Tassie in England was struck in 1796 on 
Wedgewood, the familiar blue and white porcelain. In 1802 Count Rumford received the first 
medal to be presented in England. The American medal designed by Moritz Furst was struck 
in gold, silver and bronze. Some of the more prominent to receive the Rumford medal were: 
Louis Pasteur, Michael Farraday and Thomas Edison. At present when the Rumford medals 
are given, the gold and silver medals are accompanied by a cash premium of $5,000.00 which 
is equal to Count Rumford’s original gift. The 1971 recipients were three research teams at 
M.I.T., Cornell, National Radio Astronomy Observatory and The National Research Council 
of Canada. Inscribed around the obverse of the 65MM bronze medal is Benjamin Count Rum¬ 
ford, born 1783, died 1814. Bust of Rumford facing left. Reverse incriptions: Rumford medal 
for discovery in Heat or Light/Awarded/by the/American Academy/of/Arts and 
Sciences/To/. 

See plate 35 number 2027 for Count Rumford medal in Malcolm Storer’s or Quarterman 
publication’s outstanding reprint, “Numismatics of Masschusetts.” I am fortunate to be 
owner of the Count Rumford bronze medal which came from the original Walker Estate of 
Concord, New Hampshire. 

Count Rumford the celebrated natural philosopher, renowned for his discoveries in light 
and heat, died August 21, 1814 at the age of 61 in Auteuil, France.

Biblical Numismatic Course to be Offered at 
ANA Seminar 

For the firt time, a course on Biblical Numismatics will be offered at an ANA summer 
seminar. Mel Wacks, editor of The Augur, a journal of the Biblical Numismatic Society, will 
share his expertise in this fascinating field of study. Coins of this period are outstanding ex¬ 
amples of how numismatics relates to history. Actual coins and slide presentations will 
complement the course. Wacks, a recognized expert in the field of ancient coins, will teach 
the week-long class at the University of California at Los Angeles (UCLA), August 7-13, 
1983. 

The class is one of several being offered for the summer seminar program by the 
American Numismatic Association. The courses at UCLA precede the 92nd ANA anniver¬ 
sary convention in San Diego by one week. The courses were scheduled to allow collectors 
traveling to California to take advantage of their trip to attend the classes one week in ad¬ 
vance of the convention. 

Tuition for ANA members is $295 and for nonmembers, $325, including classes, lodging 
and meals, based on double occupancy. Accomodations for summer seminar students at 
UCLA are in typical student residence hall rooms. Beds, blankets, linens, pillows, dressers, 
desks and chairs are provided. Soap, towels and face cloths are also included. Private baths 
are not available at UCLA; however, suites (including a bath) are available for four-person 
occupancy (two couples or four students) for an additional $51 per week per person. 
Children eleven years of age or younger may not stay in the residence halls.

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ANACS Sees Increase in Fake Coins 

At the American Numismatic Association midwinter convention in Tucson, Arizona, the 
ANA Certification Service (ANACS) team provided free consultation on grading and 
authentication at a special booth. 

The authenticators reported a growing trend and concern in the large number of ques¬ 
tionable coins that were presented to them for inspection. The number of counterfeit and 
altered pieces examined was greater than usually encountered. This dramatic increase in 
the quantity and quality of counterfeit and altered coins in the market is of great concern to 
most numismatics. 

ANACS urged all collectors who had any doubts about the authenticity of their coins to 
submit them for inspection. ANACS can compare coins with more than 500,000 
photonegatives of previously submitted coins. Resources also available to the authen¬ 
ticators include the extensive ANA library, sensitive weighing and specific gravity equip¬ 
ment and the scanning electron microscope. In addition, over 100 consultants representing 
every faction of professional numismatics are used when required. 

To submit coins to ANACS, obtain forms and brochures from the service. Coins must not 
be shipped in holders with staples, and individual packages must be limited in value to 
$25,000. 

If a submitted coin is determined to be counterfeit or altered, ANACS charges members 
up to a maximum of only $50. For contemporary replicas only the minimum $7 authentica¬ 
tion fee is charged to members. 

A considerable part of the authentication fee covers insurance costs on the coins submit¬ 
ted. Obviously it costs more to insure higher valued items; thus a higher fee is charged for 
more valuable pieces. This also accounts for the disparity in charges between authentica¬ 
tion and grading fees that is often misunderstood by patrons. Since many coins are submit¬ 
ted for authentication only, the insurance charges have to be part of that fee. 

Grading of coins is provided also by ANACS with member fees of $5.50 minimum and $20 
maximum. All coins must be authenticated by ANACS prior to grading. 

Presently ANACS is returning most coins submitted in approximately 30 days. Similar 
promptness can be expected with the whole line of services offered by ANACS, including 
custom photography and historical research for authors. Members of ANA receive a dis¬ 
count on most services provided by ANACS. 

Additional information on counterfeit detection is reported, especially on newly found 
fakes, in the ANACS articles published monthly in The Numismatist, the ANA magazine. 
Also available for immediate delivery is Series One of the ANACS Counterfeit Detection 
Reports. This series includes 36 individual reports that may be ordered individually for $4 
each or as a group for $105. Distribution of the Series Two subscription will begin monthly in
